. Liquid Oxygen — evapor- 
ates so rapidly that the- 
. bombs would apparently 
have tobe used within a. 
day after they are made, 
and the sooner the better. 


This has been explained by ex- 
perts of the United States Bureau of 
Standards. 


German Experiments 


The explosive potentlalitics of 
liquid oxygen, the experts state, were 
first developed by German physicists 
during the Great War for use in 
mining in-order to save the glycerine 
badly needed for munitions. * 


Dr, F. G,. Brickwedde, of . the 
Bureau's low-temperature Inboratory, 
explained that oxygen lquifies at 
183deg. below zero centigrade. Once 
in a Mquid form it {s available for 
direct mixture with carbon; such n 
combination js o pure, unadulterated 
explosive whose destructiveness is 
only imited by its size. 

But as it evaporates very rapidly 
when exposed to any temperature 
above its freezing point an explosive 
in which it is used would have ‘to 
be made on the spot and discharged 
immediately; or 
be found to keep the oxygen at the 
‘Nquefying temperature in a vacuum

ORE than one—or even two—can 
‘play ot the present game of 
Power politics, and the anxiety of the 
Axts partners to tcize every available 
strategical point has been countered 
by Britain's determination to 
strengthen [ts many Islands and naval 
bases scattered In the Mediterranean 
and the Far East.

The regiment- 
ing of the children is now extra- 
ordinarily thorough: “from now on,” 
It is declared, "no German boy or

youth will be in the service of the 
Fuhrer," All over Germany there fs

year-olds. The new entrants were 
admitted at a great festival evening 
this. week, 1 sort of initiation cere- 


‘Tmony like that of primitive society. 


In the last few weeks the brightest 
of little boys of ten to fourteen have 
been sitting for examinations for the 
Adolf Hitler Schools, a preliminury 
sifting of chosen lenders. And all 
children of fourteen, including those 
who Have not hitherto Joined, are to 
be comprised in the naetive ranks of 
the Hitler Youth and assume its 
duties, The. number of fit children 
excluded has been small—it is 
claimed that Inst year 98 per cent 
were enrolied,—but service now 
becomes in efféct compulsory. The 
reuson, as explained by the Hitler 
Youth lender in a recent interview, 
is that “it is the will of the Fuhrer 
that the whole of .youth shall pass 
through the training school of the 
Party, since to-day in war it is the

There Is something extremely for- 
midnble in this regular progression 
from corps to corps. It means that 
the Noz!

Even 
the youngest of them receive some 
sort of war dutles, if It -be only in 
ARP. work or in the collection of 
materinis, In their carly 
teens they give valuable proctical 
service In agriculture. Through all 
there runs the spirit of discipline und 
“fendership.” Thus the Hitler Youth 
ia now suffering-{rom the departure 
of most of {ts Icaders to, the Army 
dut their places are taken from be- 
low. In the ten to fourteen class the 
lenders are to be drawn from older 
boys of fifteen to seventeen, In this 
way, we are told, fulfilling the 
Fuhrer’s “revolutionary principle”. 
that youth must be led by youth. 
The immediate end of.all this is. the 
Army,‘ and’ there ‘have been many 
comments in the German ‘papers on 
how valuable the pre-military. train- 
ing in the Hitler.

and lighthouses, 

“When dealing with a belligerent 
like Germany more drastle action 
is required by neutrals whose ships 
have been sunk and crews mur- 
dered than the fecble protests to 
which we have become accus- 
tomed.

If in such circumstances a 
neutral will not, cannot or dare 
not act to uphold the treaties to 
which he himself was a signatory, 
there seems to be no other course

IT Is recognised by all civilised

No nation ‘worthy to be called

ver zone. 

Mineficlds may also, of course, +

What are territorial waters? It 
has Jong been recognised that a 
nation: has territorial rights over a 

strip of sea round her coasts, and 
in the days when the extreme 
range of cannon was a mere lea- 
gue a distance of three nautical 
miles was universally anccepted as 
the Mmit of terrilorial waters, 

Outside that limit He the high 
seas, And there is a definite 
_dividing: Tine In civil as well as in 
international Jaw between the two, 
There is no general Jaw which for~ 
bids. belligerent ships, © whether 
warships or merchantman, passing 
through territorial waters provided 
no warlike action takes place 
.therein. But neutral States may, 
prohibit such passage unless the 
waters form part of a highway for 
international traMic. . 


THE Norwegian Foreign Minis- ; 


ter stated before the German in- 
vasion that it was out of the ques- 
tion to trent one side differently 
from the other, and also that the 
free pasnye of merchant ships 
through Norwegian territory Js 
more to tha ndvantage of England 
than of Germany. 

There ts more in this than would 
appear at first sight. British — 
‘merchant ships are pasuing through 
Norwegian territorial. waters only 
for the purpose of entering or 
leaving Norweglan harbours. 

What were. the German ships 
dolng?

Did ‘they follow such a route in 

peace time?. No, The neutrality 


of Norway was abuseil by the 
Nazis-‘long before thelr armies 
violated its territory. Her weak- 
ness wos used.as 2 method where- 
by our legitimate control of the 
high seas can be considerably 


stultified. 


ARTICLE 2 of Hague Conven- 
tion V provides that “beliigerents 
are forbidden to move’ across 
the territory of a neutral Power 
troops or convoys either of muni- 
tions of war or of supplies." 

As the Spectator points out: 

“The reference in this article to 
convoys of munitions or supplics 
is not-n mere technicality. It ts the 
expression of the general custom- 
ary’ principle that as soon as the 
transport assumes the. complexion 
of a venture organised by the bel- 
fiperent or under his control it 
loses the character of mere transit 
of woods whose passaze is not pro- 
hibited. « . 

“This principle was Hlustrated, 
from a different angle, when dure 
ing the World War Great Britain 


strongly objected to the passage 


through Holland of metals from 
Belgium (then under German oc~ 
cupation) to Germany, and of 
sand and gravel from Germany to 
Belgium, The same principle was 
ngtin Gustrated in 1921. when 
Germany ‘prohibited the passage 
through the Klel Canal of the 
Wimbledon, a ship carrying muni- 
fions to Poland, at that time en~ 
vayed in a war with Russia, . 
“The Permanent: Court of Inter- 
national Justice held that the 
prohibition was. contrary to the 
express terms of Article 380 of the 
Treaty of Versailles, which ,pro~ 
vided_that_the Canal shall be open 


to-vessels of commerce and of war 
of all States at peace with Ger- 


many. 


“BUT It is of interest to, note

By laying mines we merely did 
the job thut Norway was bound, 
by international law, to do. 

The Iaying of mines Jn Nor- 
weglin waters was a war-like 
action, but this was. not done 
secretly or with any intention of 
hamperinss Norwny's legitimate 
trade. E 

Full publicity was given to the 
position of the danger zone, If 
ordinury care was observed no 
Innocent ship was endangered. 

The Nazis have been using 
these waters for an‘ Illegitimate

to prevent It.

In any crisis, as in war, he 
would be quite ruthless. .

Stug-shooting In the dense forests 
of Europe is not lke deer-stalking 
in Scotland. The deer cannot .be 
spied from a distance, and their: 
whereabouts can be discovered 
only when they roar during tho 
rutting season. In the evening the 
stag comes out into some favourite 
clearing in the forest, where the 
grass is sweetest; ond the casiest 
way to shoot him Js to walt at some 
sultable spot on its cdge till he 
docs s0, 

“Hochstande” (literally high- 
stands, or a sort of platform some 
20 to 30 fect high) are sometimes 
erected at such spots, and all the 
sportsman has to do is to climb it 
and wait an hour or sp before the 
stag usually appears with his 
harem. 

I had arrived early In the morn- 
‘Ing, and at about 4 p.m. arrange- 
ments were made for me to go to 
such a place to shoot a big 14

OUTPOSTS OF 


ORE ‘than one—or even two—can 
play at the present game of 
Power politics, and the anxiety of the 
Axis,partners to -.cize every available 
strategical point has been countered 
by Britain's determination —_to 
strengthen its many islands and naval 
bases scattered in the Mediterrancan 
and the Far East. These would play 
u vital part in the defence of the 
Empire, 


That the British defence appre- 
printions fn. these spheres have im- 
pressed Italy, in particular since she 
would be more likely to find herself 
up against their offensive strength, is 
evident In Press comment. Pro- 
minence has been piven to the deci- 
sion fo strengthen the naval bases of 
Singupore, Trincomnlee, and Aden, 
which is represented as being taunta- 
mount to the creation of “three new 
Glbraltars" In the Indian Ocean. 

Because’of the paramount stratevi- 
cal Importance of the Mediterranean 
route ‘to the Empire much is being 
done to make our position secure, 
Everybody knows the tremendous 
value of Malta to the British Empire, 
as a fortress guarding the Imperial 
route to the East, although Italy 
claims it as its “natural” possession, a 
not uncommon habit with regard to 
other people's things on the part of 
the Duce. He would find {t somewhat 
difficult to appropriate, for since last 
September its defences’ haye been 
tremendously Increased; Its alr p*c~ 
tection hag been doubled; and the In- 
fantry defences ore almost completed. 

The other day the Governor stated:

Cyprus Comes Into Its, Own

PARIS, -Apr. 23 (Reuter).— 
It is officially announced that the 
Eighth Meeting of the Supreme 
War Council was held In Paris 
on April 22 and 23. :
